MOSCOW (UPI) - An Amen- 
can woman among the passengers 
of a Belgian Sabena airlines plane

Mrs. Maria Weimer, 53, of New

Americans, who were returned 
here this evening from Gozny in 
southern Russia aboard a Soviet 
Aeroflot airliner. 


She praised the calm of her fel­ 
low passengers and spoke well of 
the Russian treatment they re­ 
ceived after Soviet MiG’s ordered 
their airliner to land about 300 
miles north of the Soviet-Turkish 
border. 


Mrs. Weimer described the ac­ 
tual interception this way:

Labor Council Airs 
New Worker Hiring 


The Delaware Valley labor coun­ 
cil was scheduled to meet in a 
special session in Philadelphia 
this evening to discuss hiring of 
new employes by Yale and Towne 
Manufacturing Co. in its attempt 
to break a 20-week-old strike. 


The AFL-CIO council includes 
members from every labor union 
in the area. 


This meeting followed close be­ 
hind an attempt by Local 1717, 
International Association of Ma­ 
chinists to have lifted by Phila­ 
delphia Common Pleas Court No. 
4 an injunction limiting the num­ 
ber of pickets at the plant. 


Limits Pickets To 40 


The injunction sought by the 
company was handed down sever­ 
al weeks ago. It provides, in part, 
that the union may have only 20 
pickets at each of two plant en­ 
trances. The pickets (mist stay 
five feet away from the plant 
driveways, the injunction says. 


Union officials say the company 
promised the court it would not 


hire non-union workers. Company 
attorneys have appealed the in­ 
junction to the Stat* Supreme 
Court. Today's action by union 
lawyers is based on the allega­ 
tion tfiat the company broke its 
promise to the union and hired 
non-union men. 


Company officials said 2.000 per­ 
sons responded to its recruiting 
drive that began Sunday. Since 
Sunday, 475 workers have been 
hired, the company said. 


Monday, 
many of the 
1,200 
strikers milled around the plant on 
the sidelines, under the watchful 
eyes of more than 125 police of­ 
ficers. Police have been on duty 
since Monday. Yesterday, about 
325 new men entered the plant.

partment." 


The letter dated yesterday was 
sent by William H. Struwe, town­ 
ship manager, to Morrisville. 


"The 
board," 
Struwe 
said, 
"wants to express its thanks to 
you for your splendid cooperation 
in this ill-fated venture." 


A check with Struwe today 
revealed that the decision to 
send a letter came at the re­ 
quest 
of 
Morrisville. 
Lower 
Makefield's supervisors decided 
in an informal action to give 
up the merger plans. 


However, 
Struwe 
explained 
that since th* motion on the 
merger was tabled at a recent 
supervisors* 
meeting, 
it 
will 
have to be formally brought up 
again at Mondays meeting. He 
said the supervisors will prob­ 
ably adopt a motion against 
adoption ol the merger and 
thus clear It off the table. 


Demech Abstained 


Councilman Michael Demech, 
who abstained from voting when 
Morrisville approved the plan 7-0 
early in November said, "Let’s 
come out in the open now, and 
tell the truth about this police 
merger." 


Demech tiien went on to say 
that there had been members of 
Morrisville Council at the time 
who wanted to be named to the 
non-paying five-man commission, 
which would have run the con­ 
solidated police force. He said. 
"In six months time, they were 
going to give themselves sal­ 
aries!." 


This was why Morrisville ap­ 
proved the plan, he said, al­ 
though when the merger draft was 
taken before Makefield's Board of 
Supervisors shortly afterwards, 
public reaction forced the super­ 
visors to table the matter. Coun­ 
cilman Thomas J. Rohner said 
this idea for the commission to 
pay itself was not incorporated in 
the plan.
